Search  is  being  continued  on  the  Jones,  Hoskins  9  and 
Woodford  families  t»ho  have  all  been  found  in  Central  New  fork  before  l800o

HISTORY  OF  THE  JONES  NAME 

The  Jones  family  descended  from  an  ancient  Welsh  line.  The  name  Jones  means 
John’s  son.  In  Wales,  surnames.  If  surnames  they  may  be  called ,  do  not  present 
the  same  variety  as  in  England.  Most  of  them  are  formed  in  a  simple  manner  from 
the  Christian  name  of  the  father  in  the  genative  case,  son  being  understood  0 
John’s  son  became  Jones.  The  surname  Jones  ranked  first  among  family  names  in 
Wales.  One  Welshman  in  seven  bore  the  name.  Over  fifty  colonists  bearing  the 
name  Jones,  progenitors  of  families,  settled  in  New  England  before  1700,  most 
of  whom  came  from  Wales  or  from  England  of  Welsh  descent.  The  name  Jones  ranks 
fifth  in  numbers  in  the  United  States  today.

JONES  ANCESTORS 

Zardus  Jones’  forefathers  were  among  the  Joneses  who  migrated  from  Wales  to 
the  United  States  in  the  early  days  of  the  colonists,  probably  settling  in 
Connecticut.  His  great  grandfather  settled  in  Saratoga  County,  New  York.  His 
grandfather,  Joshua,  was  born  about  1777,  and  he  and  hl3  wife.  Desire,  migrated 
with  their  family  from  Madison  County  to  Monroe  County,  New  York  about  1817. 

They  were  among  the  pioneer  settlers  of  Webster  in  Monroe  County.  Joshua  was  a 
tanner  and  a  shoemaker  as  well  as  a  farmer.  He  died  in  1830  at  the  age  of  53  in 
Benfield,  New  York.  They  had  ton  children*  seven  girls  and  three  boys.  Chester, 
father  of  Zardus,  was  the  eldest  of  the  three  boys.  Chester  was  a  life  long 
farmer,  however,  five  years  prior  to  his  death  he  also  conducted  a  grocery  store 
with  his  eldest  son,  Hiarve,  and  perhaps  Jerome,  in  the  Jones  settlement  of  Union 
Hill,  which  is  on  the  lake  road  four  or  five  miles  from  the  village  of  Webster. 

He  was  a  well-known,  substantial  citizen  of  Monroe  County..  For  half  a  century 
all  during  his  active  life,  he  bore  the  respeot  and  esteem  of  everyone  who  knew 
him.  He  was  born  in  1805  in  Madison  COunfcy,  died  8  August  I867  in  Union  Hill.  He 
married  Hannah  Millard  of  Webster,  They  were  the  parents  of  12  children  as  follows 
Harvey  (Harve)  born  1?

MILLARD  ANCESTORS 


The  name  Millard  has  boon  variously  spelled  Mil-ward,  Millard,  Millerd  and 
Miller.  Officials  wrote  names  a3  they  soundod  making  no  effort  at  correct 
spelling.  One  branch  of  this  family  uses  the  name  Miller  to  the  present  time. 

Proof  of  our  line  of  desoent  was  obtained  from  5  Millards  of  Rehoboth®  by  Frances 
Davis  MoTeer  and  Frederick  C.  Warner.  This  Is  an  excellent  history  of  five 
generations  of  Millards  which  appeared  in  the  Detroit  Society  for  Genealogical 
Research  Magazine.  In  it  is  a  photograph  of  the  signature  of  the  original 
Millard  to  come  to  the  United  States.  He  signed  his  name  John  Millard. 

Hannah**  Millard  Jones  was  born  in  Coventry,  Rhode  Island  in  1808  and  died  in 
Union  Hilly  New  York  in  January  1883.  (This  death  date  was  from  a  grave  stone  sent 
by  Mrs.  James  Eaton,  granddaughter  of  Allen  Jones. 

Samuel^  Millard  and  his  first  wife,  Hannah,  were  Hannah* parents.  Samuel 
was  bom  in  Situate,  Rhode  Island  27  October  176 1  and  died  in  Webster,  New  York 

7  August  1843.  He  married  first  Hannah _ _ about  1800,  who  was  bom  4  May  1763 

and  is  buried  in  Lusk  or  Finley  School  House  "Cemetery  in  Walworth,  New  York.  He  <r  0.ij- 
married  second,  Sarah  Slocum  in  Walworth  on  11  October  1834.  Samuel  Millard  * 
enlisted  at  Foster,  Rhode  Island  in  the  Revolutionary  War  in  178l0  He  was  /S3o 

described  as  five  foot  six,  with  dark  brown  hair  and  a  fresh  complexion.  He 
re- enlisted  2  April  1782  for  nine  months  service  in  Capt.  John  Holden* s  Company, 
and  in  1783  he  served  again  until  the  close  of  the  war  in  Capt.  Holden* s 
Company  of  Col,  Jorendah  Olney's  Regiment  of  ths  Rhode  Island  line. 

(Editor’s  Note:  I  was  considerably  concerned  because  his  discharge  papers  and 
pension  application  listed  him  as  a  private  and  not  a  captain  as  family 
tradition  states.  His  captain’s  commission  was  stolen,  but  Toni  Jones  Wolfe 
gave  m  a  photostatic  copy  of  an  army  order  to  Capt.  Samuel  Miller,  the  original 
of  which  is  in  the  possession  of  Donald  Thorup,  Jr,  I  sent  it  along  with  other 
papers  to  verify  our  relationship  to  him.  It  was  sent  back  with  the  notation 
that  it  was  not  Revolutionary  War  service  as  it  was  dated  1797  which  was  after 
the  close  of  the  war.  I  believe  service  in  1797  could  be  termed  colonial  war 
service.) 

After  the  Revolution,  Samuel  Millard B  lived  in  Gloucester,  Foster,  and 
Coventry,  Rhode  Island  until  about  181 6  when  the  family  want  to  Webster,  Hew 
York  at  about  the  same  time  as  Chester  Jones  and  his  parents.  From  the  pension 
application  in  1820  we  learn  that  he  was  a  resident  of  Vfeiworth,  New  York  with  his 
wife  Hannah  and  four  children.  Almost  certainly  he  had  other  older  children 
for  whom  no  record  lias  been  found.

22  September  1731 »  the  daughter  of  Rev.  Samuel  and  Hannah  (Squire)  Maxwell. 

Noah  Millard  was  a  brazier  and  brazier  monger,  that  is,  he  cade  and  sold  brass 
utensils.  His  father  died  before  fioah  was  fourteen*  fie  had  three  guardians  1 
1741,  Henry  West  of  Rehoboth;  1?43-446  Nathaniel,  Jr.  a  half  brother;  1749  when 
the  brother  moved  to  Rhode  Island,  Samuel  Bullock  was  made  guardian.  After  his 
marriage,  Noah  moved  from  town  to  town,  first  in  Massachusetts  and  then  in 
Rhode  Island.  He  had  four  known  children  and  probably  several  others  who  are 
unidentified.

Nathaniel  and  Rebecca  (Thayer)  Millard  were  parnets  of  Noah  .  Nathaniel  was  born 
in  Rehoboath,  Mass  31  Mar  1672  and  died  there  16  Mar  17^0.  He  married  first, 

Suaanna  Gladding  and  second,  at  Rehoboth,  30  May  1728  Rebecca  Thayer  of  Taunton, 

Mass.  She  was  born  29  July  1704  and  died  after  16  June  1775.  Mathaniel  Millard 
was  a  weaver,  a  malster,  and  a  we&l-to-do  land  owner  in  Rehoboth.  He  was  also  part 
owner  of  a  grist  mill  and  a  land  owner  in  Ashford,  Conn.  He  had  eight  children  bjr 
his  first  wife  and  five  by  his  second,  a;;  born  in  Rehoboth.  Noah  was  the  first 
child  of  Nathaniel  and  Rebecca  (Thayer)  Millard.

Rebecca^  Thayer  was  a  daughter  of  Nathaniel  and  Rebecca  (Briggs)  Thayer.  Nathan¬ 
iel  Thayer  was  born  in  Taunton,  Mass  in  1667  and  died  there  in  1752.  He  and 
Rebecca  Briggs  were  married  11  Feb  1690.  She  was  born  i^  Taunton  15Jtug  1665  and 
died  before  1752.  Nathaniel  was  eldest  son  of  Nathaniel  and  Abigail'5  (Harvey) 

Thayer  who  were  married  about  1661.  Nathaniel  was  born  in  England  10  May  1640  and 
died  after  1716.  He  was  a  proprietor  of  Taunton  in  1668.  Is  last  found 
mentioned  in  a  deed  dated  4  Apr  1716.  Abigail  Harvey  was  born  in  Boston  25  Apr 
1640  and  died  in  Taunton  20  Aug  1691,  the  daughter  of  William  and  Joan  (Hucker) 

Harvey.  William's  parents  were  Thomas  and  Joan  (Coller)  Harvey.

Ann  was  born  in  England  about  1616  where  she  lived  in  Shert- 
hill  Parish  of  Burtog-Bradstock,  Devonshire  unti^.  adulthood.  She  died  in  Plymouth 
after  1665.

Robert  Millard  was  rhe  father  of  Nathaniel  .  He  was  born  in  England  about  1632 
and  died  in  Rehoboth  16  Mar  1699.  He  married  Elizabeth  Sabin  at  Rehoboth  24  Dec 
1662.  She  was  born  there  1642/3  and  died  there  7  Feb  1717/8.  Robert  was  a 
tanner.  He  served  in  King  Phulip's  War.  He  had  ten  children,  all  born  in  Reho¬ 
both.  Nathaniel  was  the  sixth  child.  The  third  was  Nehemiah,  the  great  grand 
father  of  President  Millard  Fillmore.  (That  story  had  always  sounded  like  a 
figment  of  someone's  too  active  imagination,  but  after  tracing  the  Millards  back 
to  colonial  daysand  comparing  the  two  lines  of  ancestors,  its  truth  was  discovered.)

John1  Millard,  Sr, ,  the  first  of  his  family  to  cone  to  the  United  States,  was 
the  father  of  Robert*.  He  bought  his  wifo  and  two  small  sons  from  England  about 
1637  and  settled  in  Plymouth  Colony.  He  was  probably  a  widower  by  1643  when  we 
loam  of  him  as  a  proprietor  of  Rehoboth.

HOSKINS  AMD  WOODFORD  ANCESTORS 

Much  correspondence  and  research  has  been  done  on  the  Hoskins  family  which 
was  one  of  the  earliest  colonial  families,  a  family  with  many  different 
branches  and  many  different  ways  of  spelling  their  name.  If  I  am  on  the  right 
track,  this  branch  is  not  related  to  the  Rebecca  Hoskins  of  a  collateral 
family  of  Nathaniel  Millard. 

Antoinette^  Hoskin*s  father  was  Sli2H0  Hoskins  who  was  born  in  Saratoga 
County,  New  York  in  1804,  died  12  September  1686  and  is  buried  in  East  Cemetery, 
Webster,  New  York.  He  is  listed  among  the  charter  members  of  the  Second  Meth¬ 
odist  Espicopal  Church  in  Webster  which  is  now  Lake  Side  Church.  It  was  organ- , 
ized  in  1839  by  Rev.  Gideon  A3bandc  Eli’s  parents  were  Thomas1  and  Mary 
Hoskins,  both  bom  in  Hew  York.  Children  of  Thomas  and  Mary  include,  besides 
Eli,  at  least  one  other  son,  George,  who  was  living  in  Jordan,  New  York  in  1880. 
Antoinette  Hoskins *  mother  was  Elizabeth  D.  Woodford  who  was  bom  in  Cayuga 
County,  New  York  28  January  1812  and  died  in  Webster  5  February  1873.  She  was 
the  daughter  of  an  English  soldier  of  the  Revolution  who  later  joined  the 
colonists  and  settled  in  New  York.
